Genercl Comments

bitternoss agalnst the tric supporting Pranco - the Army, the ecclesiastiocel
hierarchy snd the Falange. which ere united by the fear of losing what they
have gained - is equalled by that ageinst the trio formed by Giral, Prieto
and Negrin, whe are at loggerheade in spite of all that thay havs to losa
by disunity. Each group is blemed, for different reesons, for the depri-
vations sufferad in Spain. If the Spanish pecple can free themsslves from
the [lrst, they do not want to f£all inko the hends of tha gacond.

#. The firat proceeds om ite wey, surrounded by 2 youth group which is unedu-
osted and owerwhelmingly Nezi in ideology, prolenging with Anglo-Baxon sup-
port the situabion which begen in 1986, The reality of British intervention
in Spein, viewsd from the interior, iz beyond dowbt. It has tw asgpacts,
the eppsrent one, which is t¢ dispose once end for all of fascist methods
and procedurss, snd the less cbvious cne, waich is to import from Spuin the
things that ars most needed by the Speanish pecple, contributing to the growth
of famine with a frightening callousnese, gince the Daglish masses are enting
better then before.

The Partido Galleruista

In the interior, the Partido Gallejuiste has advanced und grown strong

during the past ten years, It was the first force which awakened in

Gallcia after the Civil War end today is the best disciplined group in .
the region, It deals with other anti-Franco orgenizations in Galicia £
without maleing alliances with them and remains feithful to the Galeuzsa '
peot. Galiciane inside Spain observe with regret that the Fartido Ga-

lleguistu is not organized abroad,

The party in Spein was responsiblo to a gremt extent for the nominetion of
Alfonso Rodriguez Castelao, instead of a reprasentitive from the interior,
as Galieian Minister in the Spanish llepublican Governmentein<lxile., The
party was disappointed at Castelac's feilure to edvise the exeoutive come
mittee lmmediately after his errival in Frence of his future plens. The
political secretury of the party went to France to urge his appointment
and it was he who proposed Castelao for the post, Unfortunately, this
trip of the political secretury resulted in his ultimate arrest and that
of two other leaders of the party. These men remain in the prison of
Aleale de Hensres, where they sscretly hold classeg on the Galiecian
language and sre endesvoring to interest their fellow prisoners in the
cauge of Galiclan sutonomy. They are to be trunaferred to Carsbanchel.

Although Cestelao as minister repressnts all Galicisne, he should not

forget that he is indebted to the Partido Calleguiste for his nomination. :
The following resolutions relating to the future activities of Castelao t
were passed by the exsoutive committcee of the party snd transmitted wo

the minister:

t.o The minister should accept the authority of the executive committee
and give an acoount of his activities 4o it.

bo He should exert every effort to obtain from the Galiciana in Ameriocs
sconomic meana for the expansion of the party and for aid to its
imprisoned members.

Co Hé.should'study the means for oryuniring in Paris a delecation of the
party to direct Galician policy in exile.

The executive committee stromgly urged that Cesteleo work jointly with
Jusn Jose Pla on all Geliclan mattors, snd especially in the establish-
ment of a delegation of the purty alroad. Fla snd Isolins Rooha werse
the first Galicians in exile to recopnisze the authority of the executive
committee in Spain, and today they work in accord with the aims and
dirsctives of the perty.

Shortly after the nomination of Custelso, 2 compaipgn arainst the party
was undertaken from Madrid by the national comuittes of the Izquierda
Republicena headed by Remon Arino. & report was sent to Paris by this
group stating that the strongest anti-Franco organization in Galieie

was its own, that the appointment of a Golician minister was unjustified
and that the Partido Gslleguista wus extinct. . Among the leaders of this
izquierda proup are Gomez FParacho and a native of Pontevedra, Ramon
Fernandez Cortes. Thess two persons ars disliked in Galicia and the
group itself hue no atending.
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
